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INTRODUCTION :- 



Teacher is the pivot of the entire Education 
System. Until the teacher is properly trained, the desired 
end in the field of teaching learning process can not 
be achieved. The geographical features of Chitral and 
the meag-re-links of communication with other part of 
the province and within various parts of the District 
have, however, restrained the Provincial Government to 
extend the equal facilities and opportunities of 
Teacher Education, at the modest level. The reasons for 
such restraints are as follows. 

1. Non existance of Teachers Training College 
for want of resources. 

2. The regular programme for up-dating the 
professional skills of the teaching work 
(Inservice Re-orientation Courses) in the 
province included the teachers of Chitral 
as well, but the specific conditions always 

became obstacles in meeting the requirements 
in real sense. 

In the light of the above mentioned reasons it is 
clear that the teachers of District Chitral remained away 
from keeping themselves abreast with the latest techniques 
of teaching and matheodology . Thus a major part of the 
teachers at Elementary Stage in District, Chitral either 
remained totally untrained or failed to get the In-service 
Teachers Training. 
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Under the circumstances the Agha Khan Foundation 
in Pakistan which has already launched a series of Projects 
in the various fields in the Northern Areas of Gilgit and 
Chitral for up-Ja&ing the general population approached Edu- 
cation Department, Government of N.W.F.P. with the request 
to organize a course of training for the teachrs of the 
Primary schools run by the Agha Khan Foundation as well as 
the schools of the Provincial Government. A sum of Rs. 2.07 
lacs was also placed at the disposal of this Bureau for 
the implementation. Course was organised by the Bureau of 
Curriculum Development and Education Extension Services, 
N.W.F.P. Education Department in collebration with Agha 
Khan Foundation. This course was held at Government High 
School, Chitral for Primary Inservice Teachers of District 
Chitral from 13.7.1985 to 25.7.1985. 80 Primary schools 
Teachers participated from the Government Schools and 40 
Primary school Teachers from the Agha Khan Foundation 
Schools. 

OBJECTIVES 

The main objectives of this training course 

were : - 

a) To impart pedagogical training to such Primary 
school Teachers in the Class Room situation, 
who have not been provided in-service facilities 
over past so many years. 

b) To acquaint the teachers withthe latest 
techniques of teaching. 

c) To enable to utilize available local facilitas 
in teaching. 

d) To enable them to prepare indigenous materials 
of teaching and use them in class ronm situation. 

e) To t^ain the teachers to make effective use of 
the teaching kit. 

PROGRAMME ; - 

This Training Course was different from the 
Inservice Courses conducted by Provincial Education 
Department in the sense that emphasis was laid on the 
practical side of teaching by the participants. The Course 
was designed by Syed Mubarik Hussain Shah, Educational 
Advisor, Agha Khan Foundation, His efforts in this connection 
are really appreciable/commendable.

3 : - 



Under this training, the participants were 
divided into six groups with the strength of 20 participants 
in wach group headed by a Master Trainer. Six Master 
Trainers were provided by the Agha Khan Foundation from 
the Education Department Gilgit. The list of the Master 
Trainers may be perused at annexure 'A' where as the 
list of participants and apprentic Master Trainers may be 
seen at annexure ’B, 1 and 'C* respectively. The apprentice 
trainers wer selected from the secondary schools of 
Chitra 1 . 

Keeping in view the short spain of duration 
of the Course, difficulty in teaching the subjects and 
longuistic , problem it was decided that training would 
be given in the subject of Urdu, Mathematics and 
Science to Classes III to V. 

Before the commence -me nt of the course, the 
students of the said classes were called upon on 12th 
July, 1985 to get together and mix up with Master 
trainers so as to assess their knowledge of Urdu to be 
used as medium of instruction. The master trainers remained 
with them for a considerable time and assessed their 
ability of Urdu for the purposes of conversation. 

The daily programme of the course was divided 
into three parts :- 

a) Teaching the Children by Master trainers 

during the first ^tiree periods in the presence 
of the trainees. 

b) Teaching to children by the trainees in the 
presence of other trainees and the Master 
Trainer concerned. 

c) Discussions between the Master Trainers and 
the Trainers after observing the lessons in 
class-room situation. 

The course was started on 13.7.1985 at 7.00 
A.M. with morning Assembly. 

The participants and the students were explained 
the significance of the Morning Assembly and as to how the 
same is conducted in Primary Schools. The recitation 
from the Holy Quran singing the National Anthem and hoisting 
of the National Flag were taught. After the morning assembly 
the students were directed to go to their class-rooms in 
proper discipline. Each Master Trainer took the class of 15 
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to 20 students allotted to him subject wise alongwith the 
trainees and the Apprentic Master Trainers. The Master 
Trainers taught the lessons to each class in the presence 
of trainees and the apprentice master trainer who carefully 
observed the lesson. The trainees became keen observers as 
they had not seen such a teqaching situation and watched the 
lesson of their master trainers attentively. This was 
because the performance of the master trainers in class-room 
situation was so facinating for the trainees that they 
became very much motivated for learning the latest techniques 
of teaching demonstrated by the experienced Master Trainers. 
This sort of teaching was done for the first two days of the 
course for the acquaintance of the trainees who became familier 
with the techniques of teaching a lesson in the class room 
situation. 

From 15.7.1985 onwards the course started in 
full swing. The participants were involved in actual Class 
room teaching and they become real participants of the 
course. The trainees were alloted lessons/time table and 
they were given full liberty to consult their respective 
Master Trainers in the Planning and Preparation of their 
lessons. The master trainers guided them in the use of 
teaching Kit and preparation of low cost materials of 
teaching locally. 

It was observed that during first two days 
the lessons of the participants were not so full of life 
particularly on female side but when the curiosity of the 
trainees for getting guidance increased, they were seen 
in late hours at night with their master trainers for 
having more and more guidance for effective performance 
of the coming day. This practice continued till the last 
day of the course i.e. 25.7.1985. 

During the first week of the course, catherine- 
piftzer. Programme co-ordinator and Mr.Jehan Luc Ray, Media 
Specialist, of Agha Khan Foundation from Geneva paid visit 
and observed the proceedings of the course and compared 
with the performance of the teachers of Government High 
School, Chitral who were not attending this Course. They 
took the photographs of both kinds of teachers wither 
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involved in the training Course or in routine class-room 
teaching. Though the visit of the said officers of Agha 
Khan Foundation was too early because it was the second day 
of the commencement of the course yet they appreciated 
the efforts of the Master Trainers. After their visit a 
couple of foreign visitors Mr.Udu-Bude and Mrs,Ude Bude, 

Pak German Basic Education Project for Primary Schools in 
the area effected by in<|luK of Afghan Refugees, also observed 
the course in progress and appreciated the arrangement ef 
the course organizers. 

The contribution of Mr. Jeremy Green Land 
Programme Officer Education of Agha Khan Foundation, Geneva, ..- J 
in the course were wery useful and will ever be remendered 
by all concerned. His taught Provoking discussions on ffr- 

vf- 

proceedingy the course opened further avenues in the 
interest of teacher education in the district of chitral. 

He fully realised the low standard of teacher education 
and importance of organising such refresher course and 
need for follow-up programme. He was explained the - 
causes of low standard of teacher education in- that area. 

The course was concluded on 25.7.1985. The 
course proved very helpful in clearing various concepts 
of education. The participants seemed to be more fonfident 
in teaching their lessons with the help of Audio Visual 
Aids, Teaching Kits and the materials locally available. They 
seemed to have found the secret of effective teaching, love, 
confidence and hard work. It appears that the course has 
brought a behavioural change in its participants. 

The Education Department, Government of N.W.F.P. 
appreciates the . idea of conducting such a course for the 
Primary Teachers in Chitral and its effective and successful 
implementation in collaboration with the Agha Khan 
Foundation. . It is expected that the cause of education 
will be promoted in this area as a result of this course.
